Issuance 
of orders by Secretary of 
War 


Weeks requiring tbe return of all American 
troops on the Ehine by July 1st next marks a 
significant change of policy by the American 
government. 
Only a few weeks ago it was 


announced to be the intention of the govern- 
ment to reduce materially the American Ehine 
army, but to leave there indefinitely a force of 
2200 men and 167 officers as a formal sign of 
American cooperation in enforcing the military 
terms of the armistice and the Versailles treaty. 
- .This change of policy has been ordered by 
President Harding. 
While there, is no official 


explanation of it there need be no doubt that it 
is the result of the action of the Allied govern- 
ments in "hogging" all the reparation payments 
made by Germany arid so far refusing to allot

. It is strange how often Japan Is 
made to suffer by wholesale forger- 
ies. There -was, for example, the 
secret treaty with Russia in 1910, 
which was clearly in substitution of 
the Anglo-Japanese Alliance. It con- 
tained the signatures of the Japan- 
ese and Russian ministers and was 
never denied in Tokyo, but it was so 
clearly subversive of public faith that 
it must have been a forgery. Then 
there are the Chita disclosures of tha 
correspondence between Franca and 
Japan before the Washington Con- 
ference, which have a' curiously 
genuine ring: about them, and ara 
evidently credited by tho bulk of 
newspapers in America. 
They ara 


skillful forgeries, however, i'or.they 
have been so denounced by the em- 
bassies of the respective powers in 
the United States.; Neither power, of 
course, has even made a secret treaty 
or conducted a secret diplomatic cor- 
respondence in the course of Its ex- 
istence. The compact between Britain 
and France on one side and Japan oa 
the other, by which Japan-was allot- 
ted the German rights in Shantung, 
was never made in spite of tho fact 
that performance of the compact was 
demanded by the Japanese and ob- 
tained In Paris. It also must have 
been a forgery, for the quid pro QUO 
waa the withdrawal of Japan's oppo- 
sition to China entering the war, and 
as Japan was one of tho allies It la 
clearly Impossible that sho can havo 
thrown any obstacles to still another 
power entering the Kntente. Now wo 
have a series of revelations mado by 
Mr. Frederick McCormick, together' 
with

gravest imputations against the Jap- 
anese Military Command in Siberia. 
The Japan Times and Mail,'a Journal 
which, seems to be run to give JapJ| 
anese stud'ents the benefits of a de-J 
baaed English, has worked itself up1 
into a condition of hysterical indigna- 
tion over these accusations.

co-operation and the value of com- 
munity life," Stated "Wood. "In this 
country we have- had too much of 
tbo Spirit of getting by. The Amer- 
ican trader abroad has been content- 
ed with getting by. 1'he same has 
been Shown iii our home business 
methods. 
And tho same is only too 


often sceii In our scho.ol life In tv'hich 
the students are satisfied to gc-t by. 
We must get away from that spirit. 


"We can have good government 


by emphasizing: the positive fac- 
tors. We have experienced .a period 
of lawlessness such an America has 
never witnessed tiefore. We are not 
going to realize that we must depend 
upon the awakening of civic con- 
sciousness through the training of 
our boys and girls to clear it away. 


"Another heed of America is un- 


derstanding. 
There has been too 


much of misunderstanding- between 
the farmer and the city dweller, be- 
tween capital and labor; and between 
the east and the west. 


"In the past America has put her 


trust into the "three R's." The draft 
figures show the insufficiency of our 
educational methods rather than 
their inefficiency. In 1911 we spent 
an average of $4.76 for educational 
purposes. In 1921 we spent jiO, but

The apartment cottage is a type of home which has not long been 


seen in this community. 'This typo of two-family residence made Its ap- 
pearance here but two or three years ago and not many have been .con- 
structed. 


The few buildings of this type in use here now have proven satisfac- 


tory and it is probable that they will become nioro in the vogue in the 
immediate future. In many of the older Eastern cities they have heen in 
use for generations. In Denver, where narrow residence lots are com- 
mon, the duplex house has proven a useful answer to the housing prob- 
lem to a family of moderate means. 


In the design shown here one finds a buildins of rather pretentious 
appearance which the casual view need not identify as the home of more 
than one family, but which comes well within the financial reach of fam- 
lies of very modest circumstances. 


The construction of the house itself is estimated to cost from $5000 


to $6500. Because of its width the house will require two lots of ordinary 
width of a type customarily found in this community and in sub-divisions 
of the less costly character and for its best adaptation should be placed 
on comparatively level ground. The site cost for such a structure need 
not bo more than $2500 or $3000. By careful selection the building site 
and by sharp economy In construction and cost of this apartment cottage 
could probably be considerably reduced from the figures above quoted 
and in either event the result would be a structure which has the appear- 
ance and attractiveness of. a much more costly habitation. 


Both entrances coming at either end of the building- are naturally 


separate and. in this way the effect of a double house or tenement has 
been entirely eliminated. In other words, the appearance is just "Home. 


Over each entrance is a shingled hood supported on sawn wood 


brackets. The terrace at the entrance is of a good size and inclosed -with 
a cement buttress which could be capped -with red brick to add a little 
color ad warmth to the exterior. 
The living room opens into a service hall which connects -with bed- 


room, bath and kitchen, making it convenient to reach all rooms through 
one. 
* 
The bedroom is light and airy and has a large and roomy closet. 
The bathroom has a tiled floor with ceiling and walls of enamel. Over 
the built-in bathtub is a shower. A cabinet which contains a medicine 
chest and a shelf with a drop front, under which are three drawers for 
the linen, has been built in one corner of the bathroom, making every- 
thing very compact and convenient. 


Care has been taken also to make the kitchen as convenient as possi- 


ble. 
The cooler and two cases are all handy to the sink. An archway 


leads from the kitchen into the breakfast nook, at the other end of •which 
are French glazed doors with wood bars, giving entrance into the living 
room. The two seats in the breakfast nook are fastened to the wall, bui 
the table itself is movable and may be moved into the living room in the 
event of gruests for dinner, thus making a combination living room anc 
dining room. Another feature, In each living room, Is a wall bed which 
provides the same sleeping space that two bedrooms would allow. .

SAN LEANDRO, March 22.—Call--

From Alaska to jthe Lower 


California Coast.

ternating 
current flows 'back and 


forth in an electrical circuit is a very 
important function in tho operation 
of .the radio transmitter. 
In alter- 


nating' current generators this fre- 
quency is expressed in cycles per sec- 
ond and it is essential that the stu- 
dent understand clearly the manner 
in which the electrical current flows 
back and forth at regular intervals. 
The previous lesson explained that, 
when a single coil of wire makes a 
complete revolution between a pair 
of magnetic poles a current is in- 
duced and reverses its direction dur- 
ing the other half revolution. As the 
coil revolves between the magnetic 
po!es in a complete revolution the 
current rises from zero to a maxi- 
mum, returns to zero and increases 
to a maximum in the opposite direc- 
tion and then returns to zero again. 
thus completing what is known as 
the cycle, consisting of two reversals 
or alternations of the electric cur- 
rent. Tho number of times this cycle 
takes place in one second is known
